(57) [Abstract] 

[Object] To house a keyboard 2 in the upper part of a main body 
1 of a word processor or the like. 

[Constitution] An arm shaped base 3 housed in the left and right 
corners of the upper part of the main body of word processor 
1 or the like is retracted at the rear part of the word processor, 
and the keyboard 2 is mounted on the retracted arm shaped base 
and word processor main body. 

[Scope of Claim for Utility Model Registration] 
[Claim 1] A keyboard characterized by comprising: a first 
engagement part on one side of a rod-shaped member made of a 
material such as resin;, a second engagement part and a cut-in 
part on the other side of the rod-shaped member; and an 
engagement spring provided so as to come into contact with a 
plane on which the cut-in part of the rod-shaped member is 
provided, wherein the engagement spring is fitted into the 
cut-in part to function to move sliding of the rod-shaped member, 
the rod-shaped member is stored in the left and right corners 
of the upper part of the main body of word processor or personal 
computer and the like, and the rod-shaped member is structured 
to be retracted from the rear part of the word processor or 
the like.

[Operation] 

According to the above arrangement, an arm shaped base 
housed in the left and right corners of the upper part of a 
main body of word processor or the like is retracted to the 
rear part of a word processor, and a keyboard is mounted on 
the retracted arm shaped base and the word processor main body, 

[Advantageous Effect] 

As has been described above, in the present invention, 
when a word processor is not used, a keyboard is housed in the 
upper part of a word processor main body, and thus, the top 
of the desk can be cleaned and effectively used. In addition, 
when a rod-shaped member is housed in the word processor, the 
member is completely housed inside the word processor , and thus, 
there is provided a great effect that finer design is made. 
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
